tion Reviewed.”

The Nashville, Tenn., American” 
of Sunday morning, January 29th, 
1899, contains an able article, Race 
Question Reviewed” by Dr. ©. 8. 
Imith. 

The article is manly, conrteous, 
charitable and just, with « dns re- 
gard for the best interest of the raling 
clasves who own the property, He 
loes not, as is often done to please 
the whites, reflect npon the best peo- 
ple. of the Negro race by pntting « 
limitation on their intellectual possi- 
bilities in the matter of employment 
for no other reason than race 1dentity. 
The best blood of the conntry, de- 
zcendants of revolntionary xsires and 
the best families of England who came 
over as colonists, are in the sonth; the 
northern colonists having long «nee 
amalgamated with the lower clas*es, 
emigrants from Enrope, who have 
been coming over constantly in large 
nambers and settling among them; 
hence the sonth, by « greater heredity, 
is natarally chivalric, fall of patriot- 
ism and family pride. They admire 
intelligence and all the nobler graces 
wherever found, whether in white or 
colored. They despise a traitor to his 
race, or to any worthy canse which it 
is «truggling to accomplish for its 
promotion. They have no faith wn 
those who tarn their backs npon their 
own people, snch as they themnelves 
ander similar conditions would not do 
nnless they were dishonest.

The 
bulletins forwarded me by Interna- 
tional Migration and the American 
ColonizationBocieties for distribntion, 
bave enabled the Afro-Americans here 
to look toward Liberia as a place of 
light, peace and trnest freedom. Not- 
withstanding, all the fools and mali- 
cions liars are not dead yet, the honse 
in which the fool dwells was planned 
built by Ignorance and Non-Self-ro 
spect, We are now being tannted 
here by an inflated monkey, in the gar 
of a human, whose wages are a pint of 
kill-me-quick whisky and a plag of 
cheap grade tobacco. He is now 
breathing ont threatenings against 
emigration, even as Sal did against 
the saints of old. 

We who have emigration at heart, 
have concluded to let him alone, for 
he is joined to his white idols. He 
says emigration is a trick «et by the 
International Migration Society and 
its agents to mislead the Afro-Ameri- 
cans to go to some place of thralllom 
and not to Liberia, Now, he is duly 
hired to scatter snch ill news among 
the illiterate Afro-Americans here.

Many of onr people of literary attain- 
ments are afraid to tell the truths 
which are now being sent ont by the 
International Migration and Coloniza- 
tion Societies to the oppressed Afro- 
American, They are 0 weak-kneed 
as to believe that tho opposite race 
will at once throw them ont of s job: 
They are like water, i. e., they as8nme 
any shape br form in which the Cans 
casians pour or put them, Tet the 
Negro go off to so0mewhere in Liberia 
and become & man. 

The Afrio-Americin fool has'said in 
his heart, that there is no good thing 
in Liberia for us who expect to emi- 
grate this year, We can only ay to 
snch persons, that every prophet is 
not « fool, although every living fool 
is a false prophet. 

The members of the International 
Migration Society are honorable and 
reliable; therefore, I take pleasure in 
doing as they bid me. If I had the 
means to defray my expenses over the 
railroads of Texas, Arkansas and Mis- 
$188ippi I would both lectnre and igane 
bulletins on emigration to the Afro- 
Americans of said states, I wonld not 
be afraid to tell thim the truth as I've 
learned it of Liberian history. I will 
go: who will send me?

THE DECLINE AGE. 
4 Dreadfal Picture L this Conntry 


BY REV. 4. 6s. BATLEY. 
Dating from certain events, time, 
from creation, bas been divided into 
periods, known as ages, Hence the 
"Stone age," the Patriarchal age,” 


the **Prophetic age,” etc.,* each hav- 
ing its own pecaliarities. 
It zeems that these names are of 


great significance, and very appropri- 
ate for «absequent nse. 

But the ago in which we live is 
franght with greater Significance and 
more dreadfal consequences than any 
preceding age, in that these were ages 
of types and shadows, or formation 
ages, while this is a maturing age, or 
an age of stern realities. . 
The past ages were named by the 
prevailing characteristics thereof, If 


this rule *shonld be followed this 
wenld be very appropriately called 
the Age of Decline” or *The De- 


cline Age.” 

It is trne that other ages have wit- 
nersed their declines, bunt none 0 
Significant as the prevent, for it is an 
age in which many prophetic symbols 
have developed into positive realities. 

They are not beasts and fowls and 
images, þat powerfnl empires, flonr- 
ishing kingdoms, phenomenal republics 
and famons individuals. 

As there is no permanence In ma- 
terial things, their end is snre. Hence 
the finger of prophecy has pointed. to 
the fall, as woll as to the rize of em- 
pires, which is the event of grentest 
interest to all concerned. Therefore 
having witnessed the beginning, we 
*shall briefly investigate the progress 
of the present age. 

From common expression and gen- 
eral sentiment, it seems that progress 
means-ounutward, or material growth, 
regardless of the inward or moral 
changes, Bnt true progres is from 
within, and not from without. What- 
ever may be the material greatness of 
« people, their progress is more in 
proportion to their morals, by which 
the conrse of humanity is een. 

What is the inclination of the pres- 
ent age? With few exceptions, it is 
downward, morally, . which is evident 
from the general, inhaman tenden 

cies, 

True obedience to the moral law ac 

knowledges the brotherhood of mari, 
the snpremacy of law and the valne of 
honesty; but just the opposite prinei- 
ple prevails, for regards for haman 
rights, law and honesty are decreasing 
alarmingly. 

Home purity, the the worth of vir* 
tae, the price of haman blood and the 
value of law have greatly declined in 
the past decade. The records of the 
nations testify to the increase of vices 
among all classes and conditions of 
mankind, which is positive evidence 
of a decline. 

Consider the falzehood, treachery, 
greed, discrimination, proscription, 
lewdness, abortion, drunkenness, mur- 
dering, lynching, burning and flay- 
ing alive, robbing, pillaging, illegal 
marriages, causeless divorces, snicides, 
with many other hidden vices, with 
slight exceptions, fitly symbolize the 
present age. 

Seeing, therefore, that we occupy $0 
prominent a place in the field of pro- 
phetic realities, that prophetic descrip- 
tions are met with great precision in 
time, place and manner, and secing 
that the moon of godly principles is 
«0 rapidly waning, we find no title 0 
appropriate for this awful period as 
The Decline Age." 

Viewing the matter in this light, it 
does not occur to my mind that ever in 
the history of time, more than now, | 
was there &@ nee] of an awakening | 
among the people to righteous activity, | 
a stirring np to pray, a going back to | 
the old path, a self-denying reconse- 
erated and nnited effort among the

barg and the other in Cape Town. It 
was not until 1895 that these native 
Christian preachers, struggling at the 
edge of the great ocent of Ha oraltee, 
learnedl that in America there was a 
well organized and powerful charch 
eoOmposed of men of African descent.
